LADYSMITH BOMBARDED ON FRIDAY. 


Boers are Massed around the Town for a 
Decisive Battle. Reinforcements Arriv- 
ing at Durban. Battle 60 miles south 
of Kimberley. Zanadian Contingent 
baif way to Cape Town. 


Wrinnirse, Nov. 13th, ’99. 


Reports from Estcourt state that heavy 
firing was heard all day Friday at Lady- 
smith, and from reports received it was the 
severest in that vicinity since the opening 
of the campaign. The naval guos were in 
action and there isevery reason to believe 
that a plentiful supply of lyddite is in the 
town. The Boers ar: camped in large 
numbers on every hill and are ready for a 
decisive battle. 


The Roslyn Castle{has arrived at Durban 
with 1,010 men. 


Another transport has reached Cape 
Town with the second Coldstream guards, 
numbering 1,010 men. 


Mafeking and Kimberley at latest advices 
were holding out, inspite of the necessity 
for continued sorties. 


Col. Gough had an engagement with 700 
of the enemy for .hree hours near Belmont, 
65 miles south of Kimberley and north of 
the Orange river, witk heavy loss to the 
enemy. 

The Sardinian has reached Cape Verde 
Islands with the Canadian rontingent. 


Wrynrrec, Nov. llth. 


A Cape Town despatch of the 11th says: 
The British had a fight with Boers aiong 
the Orange river near Belmont. Coi. Keith 
Felconer, of the Northumberland regiment, 
was killed. The result of the fight is not 
stated. 


Rumors from Brest, France, are in cir- 
culation that a British transport has 
foundered off the Island of Ushant on the 
coast of Brittany. 

The Rosyln Castle and the Moor, tran- 
sportships carrying the Yorkshire and 
Devonshire regiments, .arrived at Cape 
Town yesterday and were at once despatch- 


ed to Durban. Gen. Buller is hastening all 


preparations for the relief of Ladysmith. 


The following message has been received 
from Col. Kckewich, Kimberley, Nov. 6th: 
** The wounded are progressing satisfactor- 
ily. Some enarmed natives have been shot 
by the Boers. The observancy post to the 
south of Kimberley reservoirs lias been 
missing since Nov. 4th. It is supposed to 
have been taken by the Boers. HE. Brown 
of the Beaconsfield, having ridden beyond 
the barriers yesterday, is missing. It is 
supposed he was captured. The situation is 
otherwise unchanged.”

Prince Albert Times; ‘Our old resident, 
George Cockrill, who pulled out for the 
Klondike durivg the early days of the ex- 
citement, arrived back this week. Mr. 
Cockrill is looking nothing the worse of his 
trip, and although he did not reach the gold 
regions he made at least good wages at car- 
pentering, as he erected several buildings, 
ete., in the far north and Edmonton dis- 
trict. 

Tue Cascade Record says that the C. P. 
R. Boundary Creek branch will not be com- 
pleted beyond Greenwood until the 
branches to the different mines between 
Grand Forks and Greenwood are compieted. 
Midway, the proposed present terminus is 
sixteen miles beyond Greenwood. The 
Record complains of the delay in freight 
shipments over the road; but gives as a 
reason that the operating department has 
not yet taken it over. 

Tue Globe has issued a full page war map 
of the battle ground in northeastern Natal, 
from a point south of Colenso, in Nata,1 
north toa point weil within the Transvaal 
beyond Laing’s Nek, and from Harrismith, 
in the Orange Free State on the west, to 
Vryhbeid in the Zululand annex of the 
Transvaal. It takes in the battlefields of 
Isandhlwana and Rorke’s Drift, celebrated 
in the Zulu war, as well as Majuba Hiil, 
and Laing’s Nek celebrated -in-the last 
Boer war. Of course Ladysmith, Glencoe, 
Dundee ang Colenso are prominent. 

THE new Romaa Catholic church is now 
roofed in, the windows are in place, tem- 
porary doors are provided and as soon as the 
two furnaces are put in it will be ready for 
occupation. Rev. Father Leduc expects to 
ho'd the first regular service in the church 
on the Sth of December, the 3lst, anniver 
sary of his ordination to the priesthood and 
the 10:h anniversary of his opening of the 
Romar Catholic charch ia Calgary. Work | 
on the interior fittings will be continued 
during the winter and next summer the 
spire, 120 feet in height, will be completed. 

Rev. D. Cunry, church of IJngland 
missionary at Peace river above the cross- 
ing, who arrived last week, reports very 
good crops at the mission and in the adjoin 
ing settlement during the past season. 
There was plenty of rain and an excellent 
growth, without there being so much as to 
retard ripening. Harvest was over early in 
September. The mission has about 400 
bushels ot grain. Mr. Curry intends to 
experiment next season with fail wheat 
sown on the upland. Hitherto all farming 
has been carried on in the river flat as the 
upland was supposed to be too frosty, but 
he thinks that fall wheat by ripening 
earlier will avoid the frost. Mr. Curry 
returns to his mission in January. 


C. WaLMsLEY, manager for the Horse 
Hills Threshing Co , was in town on Tues- 
day owing to a breakage of the machine. 
The machine has been working chiefly near 
the Sturgeon, north of Fort Saskatchewan. 
Straw is very heavy compared to the turn 
out of grain, but the grain, both wheat ard 
oats; is of good quality. Some wet grain 
has been threshed, but most of it is in good 
condition.- There was much more snow in 
that district than at Edmonton, and it had 
not cleared off so completely. A. M. 
Gaudaur had several acres of peas, which 
yielded well and were a good sample. They 
were sown with oats. The oats carried the 
peas off the ground so that oats and peas 
were cut with a mower, raked and stacked 
as hay would be and threshed by the 
machine. with the teeth taken out of the 
concave. 

H. Rostixe, who has a trading post on 
the Athabesca at Prairie Creek a few miles 
this side of the Jasper House had a some- 
what trying experience this fall in getting 
up his trading supplies. Instead of pack- 
ing all the way, as usual he had his goods 
freighted out to the Athabasca at the site 
of the old Fort Assiniboine by teams, in- 
tending to take them up the Athabasca to 
Prairie Creek by boat. But the Athabasca 
is very ewift in this part of its course and 
the water very low, making progress slow. 
Ice began to run in the river much earlier 
than usual; and in the end the attempt 
had to be abandoned and rezort haa to the 
old system of pack horses. In former days 
the H. B. Co. used to curry on trade with 
the mountains using the river route, bnt 
horses were probably dearer and men 
cheaper proportionately than now.

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THE MINISTER'S VISIT. 
The visit of a cabinet minister to 


Edmontou is not such a rare event 
now as in former years, nevertheless, 
it is an event of importance. The 


minister of interior will make his 


second visit within two years on 
Wednesday evening. It is to be re- 
gretted that he cannot make a longer 
stay, but it is to be remembered that 
to put in one evening at Edmonton 
takes two days time. There are claims 
upon his attention from every point 
between the Red River and the Rocky 
Mountains, which must be honored as 
far as possible, in addition to the 
duties of administering the most com. 
plicated, and in many ways the most 
important, department of the govern- 
ment. To epend a long time in each 
place would not be to fulfil, but to 
shirk duty. 

Fortunately under the present ad- 
ministration of the interior depart- 
ment there are not as many points of 
dispute between the people and the 
government as there used to be, and 
also’ fortunately when such do arise 
they can be settled ihrough the 
ordinary routine of the department. 
It is no longer necessary to bring 
political pull to bear on the minister 
in order that a settler may get justice. 
But there is another difference be- 
tween then and now, namely that the 
minister is now the directing force of 
his department. This is not the case 
with all the departments of even the 
present government—more’s the pity. 
His repeated visits to the west are for | 
the purpose of bringing himself as 
closely in touch as possible with his 
particular field of operations. At the 
same time, as a member cf the govern- 
ment—and not by any means its ieast 
importaut member—he is prepared to 


state and justify the general policy of | 
the government. 


The occasion of Mr. Sifton’s public 
address gives all citizens an oppor- 
tunity to hear and judge for them- 
selves cf the merits of the policy of 
the government of the day, a subject 
that is of interest to all citizens of a 
self-governing country. At the same 
time there will be the Opportunity to 
bring directly to the attention of a 
member of the government such mat- 
ters es the circumstances require. 
Hon. Mr. Sifton’s visit will be notable 
amongst visits of cabinet ministers here 
in that he will not have to deal with 
the bridge question. 


THE REGINA LEADER. 

For some little time past Messrs. 
N. F. Davin, M. P., and Walter Scott, 
hare been telling what they know of 
each other through their respective 
papers, the West and the Leader. 
The West claims to be conservative 
and the Leader claims to be liberal. 
Recently the West accused the editor 
of the Leader of having been a con- 
servative, or of having run the Leader 
a8 a conservative paper, and published 
an agreement made in 7°95, in which 
the following occurs: “Scott will 
* * * * support with the paper 
he shall publish in Regina, and which 
shall be called the Leader, to the best 
of his ability, Davin and the con- 
servative party generelly.” This 
brought out an open letter from Scott 
published in the Leader and Standard 
in which Scott says: “I gave jon 
conditions] your friends the Leader to 
be used as an organ to fight for your 
election.” Let us see: Is this the 
same Leader and the same Scott who 
recently attempted to discredit two 
western liberal members of parliament 
opposed to railway monopoly, to which 
he also claims to be opposed?

FROM PEACE RIVER. 

W. Pearce returned !ast week from 
a very interesting prospecting trip up 
Peace River to the junction of the 
Fiulay and Parsnip, west of the Rocky 
Mountains. He was accompanied 
from Peace River Crossing by Digby 
Grimson. They were 21 days travel- 
ling from the Crossing te the mouth of 
the Finlay, which they reached on the 
20th of September. They started 
back on October Ist, travelling both 
up and down by mver. On the way 
up they found the body of the drowned 
prospecter, Hinkle, on a bar about four 
miles above Fort St. John. They 
brought it down te St. John where it 
was fully identified, before burial. 
Proofs of death were sent to his 
relatives in the States. This was im- 
portant, as there was a heavy insurance 
on his life. The body had floated 28 
miles down the Peace below the mouth 
of Halfway river to where it was 
found. Had it not been found at that 
time the chances are it never would 
have been as a rise of water 
occurred that night that would have 
carried it off the bar and further down 
stream. 

Some miners were at work on 
Moose bar about 50 miles below St. 
John when Mr. Pearce was going up, 
but shortly afterwards they moved up 


to near St. John, and before he came 
down ail had given up work for the sea- 
son,and scat teredin different directions. 


The best wages Mr. Pearce heard of 
was on Moose bar, where one man 
was said to have made $20 a week. 
This of course would not pay, consider- 
ing the short season of work. 

There is plenty of timber cn the 
islands in Peace River for sawing 
purposes ard the navigation is good 
all the way from the Crossing to Hud- 
son’s Hope, about 250 miles. Above 
the Rocky mountain portage to the 
mouth of the Finlay the river passes 
through the Rocky mountains, ard 
strange to say the navigation in this 
Stretch is also good except at the 
Parle Pas rapids. This is a very 
short rapid and Mr. Pearce is coa- 
fident that steamers could line up, as 
there is plenty of water. The Finlay 
rapid at the junction of the Finlay 
and Parsnip could also be ascended in 
the same way, although it is longer 
than the Parle Pass. Of course both 
rapids could be improved greatly by 
rocks being taken out. Mr. Pearce 
visited the Bradford Mining Co’s 
lecations on Mount Selwyn and found 
that a number of prospect holes had 
been sunk by the company last spring. 
The indications were excellent, there 
being a very large and well defined 
quartz ledge running for a very long 
distance. Messrs. Rockford and Ellis, 
of Grenfell, had also staked claims and 
done some prospecting. Mr. Rock- 
ford has gone out already and Mr. 
Ellis will be out shortly. Mr. Pearce 
is going back to Lesser Slave lake 
shortly to run his saw mill there this 
winter. There is good sawing timter 
to be had at the lake. The price of 
rough lumber is $25 a thousand ard 
planed lumber $40. At Slave lake 
as well as at Peace River the crops 
were early and good. Larue & Picard 
had 1,500 bushels of oats on their 
farm at the lake. At Peace River 
mission the crops were ripe on Aug. 
10ch, and were saved in good condi- 
tion. The gardens there at that time 
were as fine as Mr. Peares ever saw. 
The product included cucumbers, 
tomatoes and green corn.

As to the effect of the construction 
of the White Pass and Yukon rajlwey 
en Canadian trade with the }/ukon 
the Engineering Magazine. a United 
States publicatien has this to say : 

“Another and more serious result 
of the completion of this railway to the 
summit is the inevitable diversion of a 
trade thue far almost exclusively in 
United States hands to Canadian 
points and houses. Last year the 
high duties imposed by the Canadians 
were fully off-set by the extortionate 
charges made for bonding and convey- 
ing Canadian goods through the United 
States strip. This year the railway 
furnishes the bond for a nominal 
charge, and ships Canadian goods in 
bonded cars, delivering either at sum- 


! mit of pass, in British territory, or at 


Log Cabin or Bennett. It is not pos- 
sible for United States merchants to 
stand 30% duty and also the Canadian 
custom house delays, annoyance, and 
extortions at Log Cabin. Last year 
United Statesers made these apnoy- 
ances an offset for a 30% duty, but 
hereafter the Canadians are protected 
by both duty and annoyances, and 
even if United States meats and hara- 
ware are taken to the Yukon they will 
enter Canada elsewhere and go through 
in bond.”

“aS TO EDMONTON. 


Messrs. G. T. Field, E. D. Schweig- 
ert and James Armstrong, farmer dele- 
gates who -visited Edmonton in Sep- 
tember last, give a long report of their 
observations in the Northwest in a 
recent number of the. Reed City, 
Michigan, Clarion The following 1s 
what they have to say about Edmon- 
ton: 

‘Arriving at Edmontoa, we are again 
astonished at the beautiful young city we 
beheld, and we said, where so much can be 
done from the product of the farm alone, 
it surely must be a grand place for the 
farmers, and of this we had wonderful 
proof in the few following days which we 
spent in driving about the coratry, talking 
with the farmers at their homes, and the 
immense crops of wheat we saw, being 
from: four to six feet high, and so thick up- 
on the ground that it required three to four 
geod stout ~horses to draw the binder 
along, and we eoncluded upon very care- 
fally estimated figures that the crop would 
average, wheat between 30 to 46 bushels to 
the acre, oats, 60 to 100 bushels co the acre. 
Alldey long and every day we saw the 
most, succesefp! farmers, and nothing, 
absolutely nothing that could make us 
think of even a shadow of a failure, and 
then it was aJl plein to ua why the merch- 
ants of Edmonten were so prosperous, some 
of them selling 12 to$15,000:worth per month. 
We believe just as sure as the sun 
shines, that the farmer who secures a home 
near Edmonton in a few brief years will be 
just as-well off as though his farm lay in the 
immediate vicinity of Toronto, Hamilton or 
Detroit. While at the present time to 
obtain a hcmestead you might have to go 
back twenty or thirty miles, yet there are 
chances to buy land within five to ten miles 
au $5 to $7 per acre, 

Before leaving Edmonton, we must touch 
upon two necessaries of the farmer, viz: 
firewood and lumber. On nearly every 
section of land there is some firewood, and 
timber enough to assist very materially in 
his buildings, but coal isso very cheap that 
many farmers use it in preference to cutting 
their own firewood, it being bought at $1.40 
to $2.50 per ton. ‘There are two saw-mills

WEATHER AND CROPS. 

Friday, Nov. 10th. 

The fine weather of last and the be- 
ginning of the present week came to 
anendon Monday night. A shower 
of rain fell early on Tnesday morning 
and the weather has since remained 
cloudy. Tuesday was warm, but 

Wednesday, Thursday and Friday have 
been comparatively cold. <A little 
snow fell last night. No ice has ap 
peared in the river yet. The bulk of 
stacking in the district was finished be- 
fore the rain of Tuesday and in some 
parts not enough rain fell to delay 
operations. But there is no doubt 
that in some cases stacking has been 
delayed. This morning’s snow will de- 
lay it further. Some potatoes are stil] 
left, in the ground, but on the whole 
the erop of both grain and roots is now 
safe, 


WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 


Winnipeg pspers of the 8th contain 
further particulars of the fighting at 
Ladysmith on the 2nd. There seems 
to be no question az to the British suc- 
cesses. A Durban despatch of the 5th 
says: A native eye witness of Thurs- 
day’s battle near Ladysmith says ithe 
Boers were caught on the open ground 
and raised several white fisgs. The 
British than advanced without firing to 
accept the surrender of the Boers, but 
were received with a volley at ciose 
range. inraged at this treachery the 
lancers, hussars and dragoons, followed 

j by the :nfantry with fixed bayonets, 
charged through and through the enemy 
and did great execution. A lot of pris- 
oners ani loot were captured. Another 
battle was proceeding on Friday with 
a similar result. 


It appears, according to special dis- 
patches from Estcourt the Boers on 
Thursday asked a day’s armistice. 
General White agreed to this on cos- 
dition that they would make no move- 
ment. The British military balloon, 
however, detected the Boers massing 
to the south and General White there- 
upon renewed the attack. 


Boer reports have reached Cape 
Town to tue effect that on the arrival 
at Johannesburg of the news of the 
Boer reverse at Elandslaagte the whole 
Rand special police foree was sent to 
the front with guns from Johannes- 
burg fort, the fortress being left with- 
out agun, and a garrison of twenty 
men.

The past summer has not been very 
suecessfl in honey production, owing 
to the continued wet weather, which 
prevented the bees from working and 
no doubt reduced the honey produc- 
tion of the flowers. Thos. Henderson 
of Rabbit Hili, the pioneer bee keeper 
in this district only secured 600 pounds 
of honey from 40 hives. The bees 
worked until late in the season how- | 
ever, that is until the golden rod, our 
most abundant honey bearing fall 
‘lower, was killed by frost late in Sep- 
tember, 


About 30 new swarms were secured 
aud the bees will go into the winter in 
good shape. i 

Only two swarms were losi last 
winter out of a total of about 45. But 
several were lost by dwindling in the 
spring. 

Mr. Henderson has kept bees in this 
district since 1888.

WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 


The Winnipeg papers of Monday 
last contain no further news regarding 
the principal events of the war than 
have already appeared in the Butiz- 
tin. The fight of Bester’s hill or 
Latham’s farm on Thursday, Nov. 
2nd, is reported, and a rumor given of 
the fight at Colenso on Friday. 

Carlton’s column lost 6 officers and 
5+ men killed and 9 officers and 231 
men wounded before surrendering. 
Three hundred out of a total of less 
than 900 shows bloody work. There 
is no news from Mafeking. All was 
quiet in Rhodesia, and it was believed 
that the small parties of Boer raiders 
had been withdrawn to assist at 
Kimberley or Ladysmith. It was 
surmied that the same thing had 
occurred at Mafeking. 


A column of 4,000 Boers was said 
to be advancing into Natal through 
Zululand, now British Territory, with 
a view of aiding in the expected Boer 
attack on Pietermaritzburg after Lady- 
smith had been captured. But there 
was nothing very definite regarding

Preparations were evidently being 
made to attack Kimberley in force, 
but as yet the attack had not been 
made. 

An invasion of Cape Colony from 
the Orange Free State was being made | 
from three points on the Orange river 
touched or crossed by the railways. 
The positions ‘in Cape Colony that 
were threatened were Colesburg,Storm- 
burg and Burghers Dorp. It was re- 
ported that Colesburg had been 
occupied by the Boers. These points 
are on the lines of railway by which it 
was expected Gen. Buller would ad- 
vance on the Free State. The Boer 
advance was for the double: purpose of 
forestalling Buller, and inducing more 
active co-operation by the Boers of 
Cape Colony, whose inaction at home 
has so far been disappointing to the 
bostile republics. De Aar junction 
on the Cape Town and Rhodesia line. 
about 60 miles south of the Orange 
river and about the same distance 
west, of Colesbury, is oceupied by 2,000 
British troops, and is being made a 
British military base for the relief of 
Kimberley. 

Continental European feeling is more 
bitter than ever against the British, 
and reports of British reverses are 
made the most of, but so far no one 
seems willing to join the Boers in 
their quarrel.

WETASKIWIN. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, manager of the 

Imperial Bank, Edmonton, and Mr. 
Wilson, manager at Strathcona, paid 
a visit here a day or two ago. It is 
almost now a certainty that a branch 
of the bank will be opened in this 
village in a very short time. The 
district is in a very promising con- 
dition. All prospects seem bright. 
The bank has chosen an opportune 
time to commence operations. 
The new mill is progressing; at the 
same time an extra spurt should be put 
on as threshing is far advanced and 
wheat is beginning to come in. 

The government ought really to do 
something for the roads in this sec- 
tion. The main trail to Edmonton 
between this point and Leduc is 
simply a disgrace. Some of the holes 
are absolutely dangerous, and the 
corduroy is ripped up and useless. 
Then again take the bridge over the 
Pipestone on the Bittern lake trail, it 
has collapsed in the centre. That it 
does not go down is simply a miracle, 
If it were removed as it is and sent to 
the Paris exhibition it would certainly 
draw attention to this section. 

To-day we had a splendid mirage to 
the south, a complete range of hills 
appeared, which extended for miles.
